White House Legends 
W \SHINGTON. Aug f. 
ll has often been pointed out that these days the prestige and 
glamor of ihe presidency is such that once a man enters Ih*- White 
House as Chief Executive it is almost impossible thereafter to see him 
clearly Upon assumption of the office he acquires publicity advantages 
not enjoyed by any other elective officer and he profits by the most 
powerful propaganda machine in the country 


This bv no means removes him from attack but it doe» put him 
In position to reply and repel with more force and effect than anyone 
else Certainly the cloak of the presidency gives him a degree of 
immunity and enables him fo conceal personal qualities 
or to have 


o t h e r * attributed to him— the truth about which would be easily dl 
; rernible In a public man of clearer visibility 
Also the dignity and 
i a l o o f n e s s of fhe office tends lo create legends .ibout the incumbents 


T h e facts seldom catch up with these Mostly they are accepted by the 
historians and an inaccurate picture passed on to posterity 
-—o— 
Take the legend* concerning ihe late Calvin C’oolidge and the 
late Franklin Roosevelt In the case of the former there are w o ui'h 
slight foundation and yet very firmly established One was that Mi 
Coolidge was a wit; tire other that he was a silent, taciturn man Those 
who knew Mr Coolidge best never regarded him as witty They w< »• 
convinced that hi* humor was unconscious and thev knew the two 
most-quoted stories attached to him were old before he became 
; president One, of course, was the story of Mrs Coolidge asking him 
I upon hi* return from church what the preacher - sermon was about 
; “ Sin " was the Coolidge reply "What did he say about It?" asked Mr* 
Coolidge. to which Mr Coolidge was alleged to have said; “ He was 
against it " 
— o-— 
The other story was the antique one. the payoff line of which is 
"Bob's had his drink 
Both of these were supposed actually to have 
happened and endeared Mr Coolidge to million* of citizens As to his 
alleged taciturnity 
It 1* true it was difiiculi to gel much out of Mr. 
Coolidge at a press conference or anywhere else on important issue* 
But. as the late Jiulson Wellhe* once said of him "He i* a wonderful 
detail man if you ran get Hi» detail* small enough." M any rate on 
I tmlmpor ant matters he often became positively loquacious One press 
i conference example is recalled when he talked for 20 minute* on the 
public bathing facilities of the District of Columbia

Concerning Mi Roosevelt there were <» variety of legends, bu* the 
most popular concerned Ihe irresistible nature of hi* 
great personal 
charm " Hi* biographer* and eulog;*!* ran neither write nor speak

no one evei heard of thi* extraordinary

Roosevelt became President His classmates at college were never able
